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The seeds of smokg trees and 
creosote bushes do not germ inate 
"easily. In C athedral C ity there is a 
man. Frank Kuzma, who has defied 
this difficulty by planting smoke tree 
and creosote seeds along the fence 
of his large lot w ith the idea of 
growing a hedge. The hedge is now 
a reality, the only one I know of on 
the desert. 


Mr. Kuzma, also, has a garden, a 
real garden in w hich he raises vege­ 
tables for his ow n consum ption. He 
dug a pit about six feet wide, tw en­ 
ty feel long and two feet deep and 
filled it w ith silt. That was just the 
beginning, as all the jackrabbits and 
lizards in that section came to help 
them selves to the crisp vegetables 
Even the ants joined in the raiding. 
Now there is a two fool board fence 
about the garden and rabbit-proof 
fence around 
the entire lot. The 
ants are on 'their w ay to exterm i­ 
nation. 
M any of the trees in C athedral 
City have Been planted by R obert 
M arlins who is an 'ex p ert in m aking 
desert plants grow. He and Kuzma, 
who are cronies, g et their heads to­ 
gether in solving the peculiarities 
of desert p lan t propagation. M artins 
has a hybrid in his yard, a plant ob­ 
tained by crossing a palo verde and 
a parkm sonia. 
The 
blossoms are 
sim ilar to both parents; the leaves 
are a compromise, being compound, 
with few er and larger leaflets than 
the parkinsonia. but sm aller leaflets 
than the palo verde. The seeds from

this hybrid produce plants of many 
variances, no two being alike. 
Among M r. M artins' oddities are 
tw o trees, one of about one foot in 
height, the other about ten feet in 
height. The seeds from w hich the 
two grew w ere from the same parent 
tree and w ere planted under sim ilar 
conditions. 
A nother oddity is his 
thornless palo verde. 
In 
P a l m 
Springs there is a thornless palo ver­ 
de tree. Mr. M artins grafted a twig 
of this tree on the trunk of a small 
palo verde an d now has a thornless 
palo verde of his own. 
Mr. M artins is on the way to hav­ 
ing a new beautiful rose nam ed in 
his honor. H e transplanted a wild 
rose bush and 
from 
the 
bush a 
m atant sprang. For some unaccount­ 
able reason a plant will sometimes 
pul lortH from a bud a branch which 
will bear flow ers of a distinctive 
nature, unlike the flowers of the 
parent plant. 
It is thus th a t new 
varieties are born. 
This is not a 
common occurrence and is w atched 
for by plant breeders as there may 
appear a new and popular variety of 
well known plants. 
The "M artins 
Rose" seems to have qualities to be 
w ell received. 
Last Friday I saw my first yellow 
chuparos 
blossom. 
I 
had 
never 
heard of a yellow chuparos b u t Mr. 
and Mrs. K anaga brought some into 
the Museum_ As you will recall, the 
churpatos blossom is scarlet and it 
w as a distinct surprise to hear of a 
bush bearing yellow flowers.
